NATIONAL  PREJUDICE; 

or,  tbe  Reviewers  Reviewed. 

In  the  Quarieilv  Review,  No.  4 for  No- 
vember, 1809,  printed  in  London,  and  re- 
printed by  Mr.  Sargeant.  of  New  York,  1 
find  an  article  entitled,  “ Hilfoiy  and  Pre- 
sent State  of  America,”  which  betrays 
such  shameful  want  of  candour,  or  such 
gross  ignorance  ot  the  teal  state  of  this 
country,  thac  I am  induced  to  take  some 
notice  of  it.  Under  the  pretence  of  re 
viewing  Dr.  Holmes’  “ American  Annals," 
the  writers  of  the  article  have  given  us.  in 
the  compass  of  about  17  pages,  tins  admi- 
rable *'  htftory,”  taken  not  indeed  from 
Dr.  Holmes  Annals  (for  these  they  pro- 
nounce ‘ meagre  and  miserably  imper- 
fect”) but  from  the  authentic  travels  ot 
Ashe  and  Weld  ! — It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  revirweis  have  not  informed  u„ 
to  what  part  ot  Amea.  a (they  arc  speak- 
ing particularly  of  the  United  States)  tile 
following  dclcriptioii  is  intended  to  ap- 
ply  : — 

*’  There  is  both  in  the  physical  and  in 
tellec.tual  features  of  the  Americans,  a 


Here,  it  is  proper  to  remark,  tin  t the 
reviewers  havr  the  candour  to  acknowl- 
edge that  they  do  not  givi  full  credit  to 
ever#  thing  that  Ashe  has  wiitten  : brt 
they  assert  that  14  Ins  book  contains  a few 
valuable  (acts  !"’  and  the  billowing  is  pro- 
bably given  as  a specimen  : 

*’  He  [the  American]  takes  his  p.geonc 
or  his  poik  to  the  nearest  town  : sell  them 
he  cannot,  l’he  words  buy  an.l  set!  are 
turatly  unknown  in  the  new  settlements  ; 
he  trades  them,  and  takes  in  exchange, 
not  what  he  wants,  but  wlut  he  cat:  get. 

4 I have  known  a person, ’ sais  Ashe,  * a.k 
for  a pair  of  shoes,  and  receive  for  an  an- 
swer, that  there  were  no  shoes  in  the  stare, 
hut  some  capital  gin  that  could  he  recom- 
mended to  him.  I have  heard  another  ask 
for  a ride  gun,  and  be  answered  that  there 
were  no  rifles,  hut  that  lie  could  he  ac- 
commodated with  "the  best  Dutch  looking 
glasses  and  German  flutes  in  the  western 
country.  Another  was  directed  by  his 
wile  to  bring  her  a warming  pan,  smooth- 
ing-iron and  scrubbing-brushes  : but  these 
were  denied,  and  a wooden  cuckoo-clock , 
which  the  children  would  not  take  a Week 
to  demolish  was  sent  home  in  ,iieir  su-ad.’> 

Having  copied  a few  other  44  valuable 
laits”  ot  this  description  from  Ashe,  the 
reviewers  next  gives-  us  some  information 
on  the  authority  of  Weld,  whose  travels 
the:  gravely,  tell  us  in  note,  contain  but 
one  *•  gross  exaggeration,’’  and  that  is

E’.is  is 
meant  to  allude  to  the  custom  ol  budiling, 
which  probably  never  was  general,  and 
which  was  not  the  con  equence  of  any 
particular  stage  of  society  ,-  but  it  applies 
to  the  detestable  stated  their  :tris  whit  it 
arc  as  disgraceful  to  America  a*  they  are 
disgusting  to  the  unlucky  Englishman, 
whose  fate  it  is  to  travel  there,  i he  tra- 
veller muM  eat  »M:  tiie  family,  and  must 
wait  (or  iheirh'  ura  ct  him  am  - when  he 
will  ; every  apartment  is  considered  as 
common,  and  that  rbom  in  which  a stran 
ger  sits  d wo,  says  Mr  Weld,  is  sure  to 
be  the  most  frequented  ; his  chamber  is 
filled  with  beds,  in  which  men  and  women, 
it  women  hu,  pen  to  te  travelling,  lie  pro- 
miscuously ; and  when  he  has  fallen  asleep 
it)  toul  sheets,  lie  tiia'-  think  himself  fortu- 
nate if  so  the  dirty  American  does  not  awa- 
ken him  by  turning  in  uy  his  side.”
